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School  Report, 


There  has  been  manifest  improvement  in  some  of  our  district 
schools  the  past  jesir.  The  demand  for  better  qualified  teachers 
has  in  part  been  met,  and  though  not  as  fuU}^  equipped  as  we 
could  have  desired  in  education  and  experience.,  yet,  as  a  whole, 
the  teachers  of  our  schools  have  done  themselves  credit  in  their 
work. 

Some  of  our  most  successful  teachers  are  graduates  of  our 
High  School,  and  year  by  year  the  usefulness  of  that  school,  as 
a  means  to  promote  sound  learning,  is  more  and  more  apparent. 
,  Some  of  our  common  schools  are  small  i-n  the  number  of  their 
pupils,  hut  the  progress  made  has  been  Yevy  creditable.  The 
teachers  in  these  schools  have  labored  with  commendable  dili- 
gence and  a  good  degree  of  enthusiasm,  and  deserve  the  success 
that  crowned  their  etfojts. 

In  many  districts,  as  in  Nos.  9,  7,  5  and  1,  the  teachers  of 
former  terms  were  retained  to  the  evident  advantage  of  the 
schools  they  instructed ;  and  the  several  districts  could  do  no 
better  than  to  secure,  as  far  as  possible,  the  same  teachers  for 
the  ensuing  jesii\ 

The  discipline  of  the  school  in  district  No.  6,  was  healthy  and 
useful,  but  we  are  assured  that  it  might  have  been  more  exer- 
cised with  advantage,  the  winter  term,  by  the  popular  teacher  of 
this  school. 

In  district  No.  9,  a  quiet  bat  firm  hand  was  carried  and  excel- 
lent instruction  given  ;  yet  some  boys  of  the  unruly  sort  would 
have  been  benefited  by  having  been  brought  under  more  severe 
discipline. 
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The  grammar  scliool  in  cfistrict  No.  1 ,  occasions  more  visits 
from  the  8.  S.  Committee,  as  well  as  prudential  committee,  than 
all  the  remaining  schools  in  town.  This  for  obvious  reasons. 
It  cripples  all  the  efforts  of  the  committee  when  children  are 
permitted  to  be  al)sent  frequently,  and  tardy,  as  often.  It  also 
tends  to  destro}'  all  the  good  g(;vernment  of  the  school  for  par- 
ents to  make  remarks  derogatory  to  the  teacher,  in  the  presence 
of  their  children,  or  to  remove  their  children  from  school  for  a 
slight  cause. 

The  spirit  of  disobedience  or  insubordination  in  school  must 
be  severel}^  curtailed,  or  there  can  be  no  health}'  discipline.  It 
is  an  easy  matter  to  dismiss  truant  or  disobedient  scholars,  but 
it  is  oftentimes  just  the  thing  that  ought  not  to  be  done,  for  the 
best  good  of  the  scholars  or  the  comnuniity. 

Tiie  granunar  school  contains  some  promising  scholars,  and 
occupies  a  high  position  in  the  work  of  education  in  the  town. 
We  should  prize  it,  and  it  ought  to  be  of  a  character  of  which 
we  should  be  i)roud.  I  am  pleased  with  the  work  done  the  past 
year  in  this  department  of  instruction,  by  the  two  ver}'  excellent 
teachers  who  have  had  it  in  charge.  But  the  young  gentlemen 
and  ladies  of  this  school  cannot  exi:)ect  to  pass  their  examina- 
tions successfully,  so  as  to  maintain  their  position,  or  to  acquire 
coiTect  habits  of  study,  if  their  time  out  of  school  is  entireh' 
given  to  dissipating  amusements.  IIow  desirable  is  it,  also,  that 
in  all  the  activities  of  the  school  room  and  the  associations  of 
school  and  public  life,  the  intercourse  between  scholars  be  such 
as  shall  promote  virtue  and  correct  manners!  Scholars  should 
never  I'orget  what  is  due  the  school  to  which  the}'  belong,  and 
so  demean  themselves  that  their  conduct  will  reflect  honor  u])on 
themselves  in  the  home  and  upon  the  street. 

The  other  departments  of  district  number  one  have  done  most 
satisfactory  work  the  i)ast  3'ear  with  the  present  arrangement  of 
study,  under  the  management  of  the  two  well  tried  and  success- 
ful teachers  of  these  schools. 

We  have  encouraged  the  giving  of  more  attention  to  spelling 
and  writing,  and  less  to  the  details  of  foreign  geography  in  all 
the  schools.  Much  valuable  time  has  sometimes  been  thrown 
away  by  committing  to  memory  the  names  of  insignificant  places. 
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for  such  study  gives  no  real  knowledge,  and  is  of  very  little 
practical  benefit. 

District  number  two  has  built  a  very  neat  and  convenient 
school  house  during  the  past  season,  which  is  a  credit  to  the  dis- 
trict and  an  ornament  to  the  town. 

The  schools  have  just  been  presented  with  "material  for  read- 
ing ;"  consisting  of  papers  and  small  books  on  "our  dumb  ani- 
mals," by  Mrs.  J.  J.  Pickering,  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  Secre- 
tar}'  of  the  "State  Auxiliary  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruel- 
ty to  Animals." 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  to  all  who  prize  a  good  education 
for  their  children  :  So  far  as  possible  let  us  aim  to  have  the  best 
of  schools.  Committees  and  parents  should  be  united  on  this. 
We  need  the  very  best  persons  in  every  community  to  instruct 
and  guide  the  destinies  of  our  children.  This  determines  the 
character  of  society.  Teachers  should  work  as  well  for  honor, 
esteem  and  influence,  as  for  wages,  and  the  community  should 
recognize  such  an  aim.  Let  prudential  committees  give  more 
care  to  the  selection  of  teachers,  and  the  parents  give  more  time 
to  visiting  the  schools,  and  show  a  more  active  co-operation  with 
the  teacher  in  advancing  the  highest  interests  of  education,  and 
we  shall  see  marked  progress  made  the  coming  years.

The  High  School  has  now,  we  think,  gained  a  place  in  the 
sympathies  of  the  whole  community.  That  it  is  all  that  such  a 
school  ought  to  be  no  one  one  will,  of  course,  venture  to  say  ; 
3^et  its  benefits  are  so  apparent  that  few  even  of  its  former  ene- 
mies would  question  or  disparage  them.  It  can  be  made  more 
beneficial,  and  ultimatel}'  will,  and  is  only  waiting  now  to  enter 
upon  a  career  of  higher  service,  for  the  people  of  the  town  to 
act  with  reference  to  it.  Two  facts  are  continually  operating 
against  it — one  it  may  seem  unkind  to  mention,  but  it  ought  to 
be  confronted :  A  very  considerable  number  of  scholars  who 
go  there  have  not  the  natural  qualifications  to  take  worthily 
the  prescribed  course  of  study.  They  have  not  the  scholarly 
capacity  to  appreciate  the  higher  branches.  The}'  acquire,  there- 
fore, but  a  very  superficial  knowledge  of  chem.  Such  scholars 
would  employ  their  tune  far  more  profitably  would  they  remain 
another  year  in  the  Grammar  school,  or  take  a  partial  course  of 
one  year  in  the  High  school,  selecting  a  few  of  the  more  practi- 
cal English  studies,  as  Grammar,  PM^sical  Geography  and  Phys- 
iology.  The  other  fact  to  which  we  allude  is  the  meagre  preparation 
with  which  large  numbers  seek  admittance.  Perhaps  the  major- 
ity enter  too  soon.  Even  good  scholars  for  this  reason  find 
their  tasks  too  difficult.  The  work  which  might  otherwise  be  a 
pleasure  is  an  irksome  drudger}^  Both  these  facts  tend  to  keep 
down  the  standard  of  the  school,  for  teacher  and  committee 
must  adapt  requirement  to  capacity.  It  may  be  said  that  the 
committee  can  rectify  these  evils  b}^  more  comprehensive  and 
more  vigorous  examinations.  The}^  will  be  very  glad  to  do  so 
when  they  can  be  reasonably  sure  that  the  sentiments  of  the  com- 
munity will  sustain  them. 

The  school  continues  under  the  earnest  and  efficient  manage- 
ment of  Mr.  Tilton,  assisted  by  Miss  Lynch,  who  is  a  fine 
scholar  and  a  conscientious  and  successful  instructor.
